One  slaughterhouse  in  the  Parish  of  Ketton  has  continued  to  be  in  regular 
use  for  the  slaughter  of  sheep  and  pigs.  Beef  requirements  for  the  District 
have  been  slaughtered  at  the  Stumford  Abattoir, 

The  total  number  of  animals  slaughtered  and  inspected  vi/as  M 1 , one  hundred 
per  cent  inspection  being  maintained. 

The  condemned,  meet  comprised  two  Pigs’  Heads  and  Tongues  and  6 Mesenteries 
affected  with  Tuberculosis  and  3 pairs  of  Sheep’s  Lungs  and  1 pair  of  Pig's  Lungs 
affected  ivith  Pneumonia, 

Other  food  stuffs  condemned  comprised  four  6 lb,  tins  of  corned  beef  and 
one  10  lb,  tin  of  New  Zealand  lambs  livers.

One  additional  registration  of  premises  for  the  Si..le  of  ice  cream  at 
Clipsham  v/as  made  during  the  year.  In  other  respects  the  Register  remains 
unchanged. 

Milk  and  Dairies 

With  the  transfer  of  the  duties  of  licensing  under  the  Special  Designation 
RegxJLations  to  the  County  Council  and  as  there  are  no  producers  operating  from 
premises  other  than  dairy  farms  in  the  District,  there  is  no  action  to  report 
under  this  heading. 

Factories 

The  number  of  premises  on  the  Register  remains  unchanged.  It  has  not  been 
necessary  to  issue  ary  Notices  for  infringement  of  the  Factory  Act  during  the 
year.  There  v/as  hov/ever  correspondence  vdth  the  ovmers  of  the  Ketton  Cement 
Works  in  connection  vd.th  the  erection  of  a nev/  chimney  stack.  The  result  was 
that  the  firm  agreed  to  install  an  electrostatic  dust  precipitator.  The  chimney 
is  nov;  working  and  the  difference  in  colour  of  the  emissions  between  the  old 
and  new  stacks  is  most  striking, 

II’^CTIOUS  DISEASES.  DISINFECTION  MD  DISIrlFESTATIOH 

Investigation  and  measures  of  disinfection  as  appropriate  were  carried  out 
respecting  6 cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  of  v/hich  2 were  at  Essendine,  2 at  Ketton, 

1 at  Little  Casterton  and  1 at  Clipsham,  and  1 case  of  Erysipelas  removed  to 
Hospital  from  Ketton, 

It  is  gratifying  to  record  that  it  v/as  not  necessf.ry  to  take  ary  action 
in  respect  of  verminous  premises  or  persons  during  the  year. 

BUILD  BTGS 

60  Plans  were  deposited  during  the  year  and  of  these  kS  were  approved, 

3 disapproved,  1 0 v/ere  exempt  under  the  byelaws  and  1 related  to  quarrying  of 
minerals.  The  approved  plans  included  those  for  9 private  dwellings,  being  3 
at  Little  Casterton,  3 tit  Tixover  and  3 at  Ketton,  10  private  dwellings  v/ere 
completed  during  the  year  comprising  5 at  Great  Casterton,  3 at  ^yhall  and 

2 at  Ketton, 

12  Council  bungalows  for  old  people  were  completed  during  the  ye^tr,  6 at 
Ketton  and  6 at  Ryhall, 

2 Notices  to  alter  or  remove  building  works  which  infringed  the  bxiilding 
byelaws  v/ere  served  eind  complied  with, 

MQVEi^LE  D 'SELLINGS 

No  sites  other  then  those  previously  in  use  for  Moveable  Dv/ellings  were 
licensed  during  the  year  and  action  was  token  to  secure  the  removed,  of  unauthor- 
ised vans  from  the  highway  at  Little  Ca,stcrton  and  premises  at  Great  Casterton. 

SCAVENGING 

This  service  has  continued  to  operate  satisfactorily  dxiring  the  year  with 
very  few  complaints  and  the  hiring  of  standard  dustbins  continues  to  be  a 
popular  service. 

The  problem  of  finding  suitable  tips  for  disposal  of  refuse  continues  and 
it  will  in  the  fairly  near  future  be  necessary  to  find  alternative  accommodation 
for  both  Ketton  and  Rj’'hall, 

The  problem  of  maintaining  these  tips  in  reasonable  condition  in  face  of 
unauthorised  dumping  still  arises  and  suitable  notice  boards  were  erected  at 
all  the  tips. 

SEmHAGE 

The  lyhall  scheme  has  continued  to  operate  satisfactorily  but  the  Works 
is  now  to  some  extent  overloaded  and  it  has  been  necessrry  to  construct  an 
additional  sludge  lagoon. 

The  Little  Casterton  scheme  he.s  operated  satisfactorily. 
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Progress  has  been  poor  on  the  Ketton  scheme  and  at  the  end  of  the  year 
it  was  obvious  that  the  two  year  period  of  the  contract  vvoiold  not  be  fulfilled, 

Ihi&  FLOCK  ACT 

There  are  no  registrations  in  force  in  the  District. 

PET  MIMidjS  iiCT 

There  are  no  licensed  premises  in  the  District, 

W.iTER  SUPPLIES 

The  Ryhall  and  Clipsham  supplies  have  been  satisfactory  in  quantity 
throughout  the  year.  Samples  from  the  supply  at  Clipsham  gave  a small 
bacteriological  B.coli  count  on  the  unchlorinated  water  but  the  chlorinated  Sijnples 
in  both  cases  v/ere  satisfactory.  The  hamlet  of  Ingthorpe  was  supplied  from 
Great  Casterton  during  the  year.  At  Ketton  interruption  of  supply  occurred 
due  to  the  necessity  of  limiting  the  supply  from  Collyweston  •.Vater  Tov;er  and  it 
must  be  observed  that  conditions  generally  have  been  less  satisfactory  as  regards 
quantity  since  the  substitution  of  this  supply  for  that  from  the  Collyweston 
Springs  as  there  is  apparently  little  margin  to  make  good  any  loss  arising  from 
burst  mains  which  have  been  the  inevitable  accompaniment  of  the  sev/erage  operations, 

RODMT  CONTROL 

1 2 complaints  of  infestation  by  rats  vi/ere  received  and  referred  to  the 
Pests  Officer  for  the  joint  area  for  appropriate  action.  During  the  year  he 
carried  out  205  inspections  in  the  District  and  105  treatments  at  premises  in  the 
District.  The  rat  pop\ilation  appeared  to  be  unusually  heavy  in  the  autumn  but 
this  v^as  apparently  not  peculiar  to  this  District, 

HOUSING  INSPECTION 

The  12  Council  bungalows  previously  mentioned  v^ere  completed  making  possible 
a certain  amount  of  slum  clearance  work  but  with  the  Ketton  sewerage  scheme 
progress  very  poor  much  less  has  been  done  in  this  direction  than  had  been  hoped. 

It  has  been  unfortunate  that  a number  of  people  desirous  of  carrying  out 
improvements  v;ith  the  aid  of  Grants  have  had  to  be  told  that  they  must  wait  a 
little  longer. 

No  action  has  been  necessary  under  the  Rent  Act, 

Applications  for  Improvement  Grants  were  received  in  respect  of  9 houses 
for  Discretionary  Grant  and  1 for  Standard  Grant  and  a Grant  v/as  made  in  each 
case.  10  hoiises  vjere  brought  up  to  standard  under  the  Discretionary  Grant  scheme 
during  the  year.  Plans  were  approved  for  the  improvement  of  32  Council  houses  at 
Ryhall  and  the  scheme  received  Ministerial  sanction.
